The Danish ship, Sigrid, which has brought 
a cargo of timber from Finland, is we in 
Dublin direct írom agá - 
which ordinarily takes ten da 
has been on the voyage since rn Bo 
When the Sigrid cleared Kaskoe, on the 
Gulf of Bothnia, the position for shipping 
in the Baltic was ve ifficult, as the 
Russian invasion of. Finland had already 
taken place, The ship mancuvred along the 
Swedish. coast, among the Swedish islands, 
thus dodging minefields, and, while she later 
sighted several German vessels in the Baltic, 


they did not interfere with her passage. 
As she approached the Kiel Canal, through 


ordered her master to anchor at the entrance, 
Armed German patrol boats shot out from 
the shore lines when we  hove-to, and the 
captain .was informed by German marines 
who came aboard that the ship would be 
detained until its papers were examined. 
When the captain explained that his cargo 
was for Eire the Germans told him that 
though they would like to facilitate him in 
every way bas it was likely that the 
ship would have to lie up for some time, 
Following a six days’ hold-up in the Kiel 
Canal, the Sigrid was allowed to proceed to 
Hamburg, where she remained for five weeks. 
“The German authorities treated my crew
